Some months after Bismarck's dis-

monetization Act of 1873, which Senator 
Stewart in the halls of 
Gongress de 


nounced as "the crime of tbe nineteenth 
century," 


To-day, for tho first time in our hi» 


tory, there is a distinctly free coinage 
party in tbe State aud nation. 
Hereto 


fore people have been satisfied with the 
declaration of the individual candidate 
that he favored free coinage. 
Partisan 


prejudice blinded people to such an ex- 
tent that Republicans and Democrats 
representing free coinage constituencies 
were forgiven for upholding gold bug 
administrations. 
Here in Nevada the 


act of our Representative in voting to 
place an avowed goldite in the Speaker's 
Chair, though denounced at the time ol 
its occurrence, was condoned before eleo 
tion and the gentleman reti rned to Con 
gress because prejudice subverted inde 
pendence and men seemed to prefer party 
•Uocess to State prosperity. Each of the 
old parties, through its leaders and news 
papers, contended in Nevada that it was 
more favorable to free coinage than the 
other, white east of the Ohio the leaders 
and organs of thoie parties vied with 
each other in the virulence of their op 
position to the remonetization of silver. 
The people were deceived; both parties 
•were controlled by the gold ring and the 
Toter was given a choice of men, not of 
principles. 
Wall street controlled the 


National Conventions of both parties, 
and to-day, as four yaars ago, does not 
care whether Cleveland or Harmon ia 
chosen President of tl'o United States 
next November. 


President Lincoln said "you might fool 


all the people some of tho time, and 
some of the people all the time, bat yoa 
could not fool all the people all the 
time." Tbe truth of that homely saying 
is now apparent. 
All the people were 


fooled by the politicians on tho silver 
question, some are yet fooled or pretend 
to be, but the great mass of the voters of 
the whole country now fully realize that 
they have been duped and that neither 
Mr. Harrison nor Mr. Cleveland cSres 
particularly what the opinions of indi- 
vidual members of tbeir parties may be 
on the free coinage question co !<>ng n« 
they Tote with the majority on all party 
measures, *ud the majority Is against tho 
remonetization of silver. 


The peoplo, feeling the effect of the 


scarcity of money and the unprecedented 
business depression in the agricultural 
and silver producing States, were led to 
inquire the cause, and soon ascertained 
that it was due to the demonetization of 
about one-half the metallic currency of 
the world. They readily discovered in 
the farming States that wheat, cotton, 
corn and pork followed the fortunes of 
•i'ver and that the price of those commo- 
dities was regulated by the price of silver 
bullion. 
In tbe mining States the fact 


that their prosperity depends upon the 
price of silver became so painfully appa- 
rent that the people resolved to ignore 
party and fight together for the silver 
cause. 
They organized in Nevada, Col- 


orado, Idaho and Montana, and sent del- 
egate* to Omaha who participated in the 
nomination of a free coinage candidate 
for President. 
In Colorado the silver 


men have endorsed the Omaha nomiuees, 
and in Nevada the Stiver Leagues have 
instructed tbeir candidate* for elector* 
to vote for them. The Silver men of this 
State have also candidates in the field for 
United States 
Senator, Congressman, 


Judge of tbe Supreme Court and Regents 
of the State University. 
These are the 


men to whom the JOURNAL directs atten- 
tion. 
They are making a square, manly 


contest for the interests of the State, 
ignoring past party affiliations and sever- 
ing pa*t party ties to make come, on 
canse against the hordes of Wall street 
•whether marshaled under tbe Harrison 
or the Cleveland banner. 
They d«4erve 


the support of every Nevadan, and they 
•will receive the vote* of every citizen 
•who sincerely believes iu the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver. 
That they 


will be elected cannot be doubted, save 
by those who believe that the demand 
for free coinage i* insincere, as their de- 
feat would be hc-ra ded as a Wall street 
victory and as proof that Nevada i» not
